Ir response to a welcome invitation 
representatives of the ¢ity council, the 
Board of Trade and the local press ga- 
thered at the river below the bridge 
last evening to take a trial trip on 
the new gasoline laugch which Messrs. 
Crockett end Blum, newcomers from 
Forsyth, Montana,*have put on the ri- 
ver here. The patty was composed of 
Messrs. ©. Gallagher, F. F. Tims, J. 
Ross, J. B. Mercer, J. H. Morris, G. J. 
Kinnaird, J. K. McDonald, and repre- 
sentative: of the Edmonton press. Lit- 
tle Helen Ross accompanied her father 
on the trip. “Cap.” Harbottle also 
joined the party and took his turn at 
the wheel, he having a thorough know- 
ledge of the riverbed up and down 
from Edmonton. When 
was ready the launch slipped back 
from her moorings, full speed was 
turned on and she gracefully and rap- 
idly made her way up stream. As ii 


everything 


to give the craft a severe test, the ri- 
ver had risén over four feet in « few 
kours and the current was very rap- 
id Throughout the trip the boat clearly 
vindicated ‘he proprietors’ assurance of 
its practicability.

The 
ter horse power engine weighs eighteen 
cient power to drive the launch up 
the river against the swiftest current 
attained by the Saskatchewan. The 
boai is  fin'shed with hard wood 
throughout and everything about it is 
kept shining, clein and neat. [It has 
comfortable seating accommodat ,on for 
twenty persons and in a case of neces- 
sity as many as thirty-five could be ta- 
ken, Mr. Blum ia an experienced elec- 
tricia: and engineer. Messrs Crockei 
and Blum are amply assured of the 
practicability of Successfully navigat- 
ing the Saskatchgwan both above and 
below Edmonton and for this purpose 
they are having shipped in to Edmon- 
ion Lhe engines and hull for a much 
larger craft which will be built here 
this winter to be ready for active op- 
@ralions at the breaking up of the ic 
next spring

On the line between Winnipeg and 
the Pacific Ocean, the government 
will guaranice three per cent bonds to 
the extent of 75 per cent. of the cost 
o’ construction, but the maximum 
amount to be ‘guaranteed on the 
prallie section is not to exceed $13,000 
per mile. The mountain seciion is to 
be reckoned as 500 miles,. 

From Winnipeg to the Pacific the 
road wili be buili and owned as well 
as operated by the Grand Trunk Paci- 
fic lit is uiiders‘ood that the com- 
pony will have to pay three per cent. 
interest from the date of issue, that 
is. when the road is completed on ihe 
prairie secuon bonds. 

On the bonds for the mountain sec- 
cwyn the company for the first five 
years will only have to pay to the gov- 
ernment on such surplus as exists af- 
ter the payment of working expenses, 
but in any case this will not exceed 3 
per cent. After five years the com- 
pany will beve to pay 3 per cent. The 
mountain division bonds, Ike _the 
prairie section bonds, will be issued on 
ihe complecicn’ of the road. In this way 
che Grand Trunk Pacific will finaace 
the whole ronstruction from Winnip-g

The road trom Moncton to Winni- 
peg will be consiructed under the su- 
pervision of.

The Grand Trunk Pacific will deposit 
with the goverament $5,000,000 in cash 
or apploved securities, as security, the 
government iw pay three per cent. On 
the cesh aud the interest that may be 
received on these securities. This de- 
posit will be released ‘by the govern- 
ment so that it may be avaiiable to the 
company for the cousiruction of the 
just secviow of the line, wherever that 
may be. 

Yhe capital of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific, which 1s now placed at $70,00U,- 
000. will be reduced to $45,000,000. This 
wil! compzise $25,000.090 preferred 
siock and $20,000,006 commoa stock. 
The lacter will be owned and control- 
led by the Grand Trunk of Canada. In

gure as shall enabie (he Grand Trunk 
bacific 10 pay renval to the goverm 
went. A majority of the directors of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific must be resi- 
dents of Canada.
